alleging, as a reason therefore lhat Ihc young 
men of the present generation, instead of 
enliniiig into tho honorable, but sometimes 
perilous state of tnatrlniony, contract ilisrppiil- 
;ible iiilimaeies with "(nelly horse-brcaker.s" 
(slaui: lor mistresses.) A writer in tho Cm u- 
hill M<;^n-iiir (Thnckutay il is believed) look 
up tho eiulgel.s for tho young men, and whilo 
acknowledging the premises, that it is more 
diilieult for match-making mammas to carry 
their point now than formerly, aigues that 
it is not because young men are more im- 
moral than licietolore, but becauso they 
have higher views of lilc, and that to actjuiro 
success in the many fields of life which 
modern activity has opened up, if is neces- 
sary to .sacrilico dumestic lia|)piiiOss, and 
iiuii'p.eudence, to he fiee from iho inaiiy cure,') 
married life im]'0-es, iu order lo reach that 
cniinciico to whicli cveiy aspiring )>ro- 
fessioiial man hopes to attain. A writer in 
Fiazcr^s Mar/caine takes up the quarrel, and 
is decidedly in the interest of the ladies. 
Anil we first inote his opinion ns to tho 
lessening teiri rs to females ol unmarried 
life : 

111 the lir.-t place, (ill lately the oiidilion of 
an uiiinarried wonum id tin: upper clashes was 
so .-lau'kled by social picjiiiliccs that it uiis 
iuevit.ioly ;i diaary ami numotonous one. 
I .MostI}, the • old maid " lived iu a small bowso 
or lodgiii;;, out of which she rarely dared to 
sally oil any journey, and whore, with a few 
female friends as closely liiniteil as herself, she 
divided her lilc, as the i''rciiclnnan has it, be- 
tween "la mcdisancc, le jcii ct la <l(j-olloii." 
A society of these unhappy ones was not In- 
iipproiirialely nicl;naincd by a willj iioldernan 
•■ tlie lietllcii Wa.sps." 

The 'old maiil' ol l."<iil is an c.xei.'cdingly 
cheery personage, running about uiitiaiiuiiulled 
by hiisliand or children ; now visitiu;' at her 
relatives' countrv houses, now taking her month 
in town, now oil to a lavorit0 7>c«sio» on Lake 
Geneva, now scaling Vesuvius or the I'yru- 
1 mills. And what is better, she has fouud, not 
I only freedom of locoiuution, but a sphere of 
action peeuliarly con(;oiiial lo her nature. " My 
] life, and what shall I do w ith it V" is a pro- 
blem to v.hich she finds the happiest sokitioii 
I ready to her hand in schools and hospitals 
j without number. iNo longer docs the Oburch 
• ol Koine iiiono|)olize the truth, that on a woman 
' who has no hu.^baiid, pai'cnl, (;r child, every 
lick and siillering man, every aged childless 
woman, every desolate orphan, has a claim. 
She has not fewer duties than other women, 
only more diffused ones. The ' old maid's' life 
may bo as rich, as blessed, as that of the proud- 
est of nisthcrs with her crown of clustering 
babes. 

And lurtliir, if a woman have but strength 
to make 11(1 her inind lo a single life, .she is 
enabled by nature to bo fur more indepen- 
dently hnppy therein than a man in the same 
position. A man, bo he rich or poor, who 
lelnriH at uieht to a home adorned by no 
woiii. Ill's presence and domestic earcs, is at 
liest dreary and niiconilortable. JUitawoimm 
makes her home lor herself and surrounds her- 
■selfwilh an atinosphcre of taste and the little 
details of houscwilely coniforls. 

Niu' dues the " (jld maid'' coiiteniplalo a 
solitary ago as the l.iaehelor niiist usually ilo. 
it will go hard, but shu will liml a irmnmi 
ready to share it. And more ! — (but it is a 
theme we may not tteal uf here). She thinks 
lo </ic, if w ilhont having given or sliaied .■<oine 
of tho highest j iys of human nature, yet at 
leail v.'itlnuit having cati'-ed one fellow being 
InrcL ii't .--ho was limn lo lempt to sin aiui 
shame. W e a.sk it in all solemn sadness — 
Do tho »i(u who resolve on an unmarried 
lile, lixedly purposB also 80 to die with ns 
ppollesa a conscieiicu ? 

Ami on ihe ether hand, while Ihe nlilily, 
rrceilo.n, and happiness of a single woman's 
life liavo Ijccomo greater, the knowledge ol 
the risks of an unhappy marriage (if not the 
risks themselves) has bocomo more public. 
The Divoreo Court, in righting tho most ap- 
palling wrongs to which tho members of a 
civili/.ed coiumnnity could bo subjected, has 
levealod seeret". which mii.'l tend lo modify 
inimeii'jely our ideas of lingli.'ih domoslic 
fidicit)', Well it is lhat these hideous revel- 
ations sh lubl lal. (! place, for, as Carlyle .-(ays, 
' l"o nolliin:; but error can any Irulh bo 
ilaiig(;ions,' and iho fatal error of hasty mar- 
riage is ciiiislanlly due to igiioraiico of tho 
possibilities of some lorm.s of oH'cnco among 
tho a|iparciitly respectable classes of sociely. 
It has always boon vaguely kuovvii, indeed, 
that both husbands and wives somelimea 
broke their most solemn vows and fell into 
sin ; bnl it was rcservml for the new law lo 
show how many liundieds of such tragedies 
nnderlii: the outwardly decorous lives — not 
only of llie long-bhunod nrislrocraoy, but of 
Iho middle ranks in England. Bui bnaide 
that most grievous wrong, who iniagiiiod that 
the wives of J'lngli.-^h nciillcini:}i might bo 
called on to eiidiiio from their husbands the 
violence and cruelty wo are accimloined to 
picture exercised only in tho lowest lanes 
and courts of our cilice, whore drunken ruf- 
fians,' stumbling homo from the gin palace, 
assail tho miserable partners of their vices 
with curses, kicks, and blows? \Vho could 
have imagined it possible, lhat well born 
and well-educated men in honorable prufea- 
sioiis, should be guilty of the same brutality 7 
Imagine a haiidsomoly-furuished drawing, 
room, with its books, and flowers, and liglils, 



oonfiitcnlly e.^pectod lhat this was a liiial , pondeuce, freedom of risk of an uncongenial, 

a bad lempcred, a sickly, or an uniaithful 
wife ; and, lastly, this new principle, that to 
pursue his calling disinterestedly, he must 
be untrammelled by ties of ; a. dependent 
family. And on tho woman's side we have 
got a no less formidable range of objection."; 
ihu certainty now offored lo lior of being able 
lo iiiako lor herself a free, Msel'ul, and happy 
life alone : and the domonstralcd danger uf 
being inexpressibly miserable should she 
choose cither an unfaithful or a cruel hus- 
baiiil. 

The conclusion seems inevitable, and 
marriage will become more and moro rare, in 
spito ol all liolgraTiau or of.hcr mothers can 
do. Instead uf all young men .nlendiug at 
some time or other to marry, and all young 
women looking forwanl tobewiven, we shall 
liiul many of them both resolving on a celi- 
bate life. 

But the tide must turn at last. Marriagj 
was manifestly tho Creator's plan fur humaii- 
i!y, and therefore we cauiiol doubt thai it 
will Qvcutuully become the rule of ail men 
and woman's lives. When that time tirrives 
both sexes will luivo learned weighty les- 
sons. The Knglihhmeil of iho twentieth 
eontiiry w ill abandnu those claims ol maitial 
aiiihority whusu residue he still inherits from 
days of Western barbarism when might made 
right, and from lands of Eastern sensuality, 
where wuinan is lirst ttio slave of her own 
weakness, and then inevitably ihe slavo of 
man. And abandoning his authority (save 
such us real wisdom and power of nature 
must ever secure,) man will also abandon 
thai direful license of which we hear so 
much — tho license to he less pure and faith- 
ful than a woman vdiilo escaping the same 
penalty of disgrace. 'I'hoii wi II tlic husband 
bring lo hi.i wife feelings as fresh as those 
which now aro too often hor conlribuiioii 
alone lo their joint happiness. 

And the Fiiglishwoman of tho twentielli 
century will, on her part, learn lo riso above 
her present pitiful ambitions of social ad- 
vancement and petty personal vanity — iho 
thousand childish foibles in whiuh she now 
tliinks it her right to indulge, She will he 
read)' lo cope with poverty, and encourage 
her husband cheerfully ■ tO bear it for lile, 
rather than sully the noblest of his aspiia- 
lious. She will learn thai no longer must 
morality be devidcd between them; Truth 
and Courage for him, and Charily and Pati- 
ence for her; but that site, too, must bo true 
as an honnrable man is true, and brave in 
her own sphere of duty as he is brave in his, 
if alio would oxcliange his half contemplu- 
ous gallantry for genuine respect.

On tho seuond day- of tbo huut, it being c.\ 
ccsaively warm and our parly exccedinglv 
thirsty, four of our ultenJaiits wero sent on 
in dilferent direetioiis in pursuit of water 
while the rest of the party were lo reniaii 
where they then were till their return, or til 
u reuscnable lime for their relnrn had e.\|iired. 

Ill about an hour one of the scouts came ii 
and reported tho discovery of a spring of water. 
Gnu t)y one the other three returned, not hav- 
ing met with a similar Piieces;;, and wu all 
started in the direction iiidiealed liy the guide. 
As wc approached the spot we were all slarlli'd 
by the ajipeuraiice ol a huge lion, evidently 
intent upon tho same errand as ourselves. 

Fearing an attack, our party hastily sought 
refuge ninong tho branelies" of a laVgo tree 
near at hand. F'rom our position we conhl 
now see the sjiring, situated in the ceiitic of a 
little \alley, and the lion, as ho forced a pas- 
sage llirongli the uiidei brusli inwards it. 

At this moment our atleiilioii was called in 
lui ojiposite direction, by the uppcarunce of a 
huge brown creature, much resembling a hu- 
man being in its'; lormation and movements. 
Sometimes it walked erect and sometimes it 
was down, seemingly on all lours, the former 
position being maintained only while Ihe crea- 
lure was making its way through the thicket 
of the underbrush.
